Military Experts Figure That 


Oyama Has a Chance to 


Cut of! the Retreat. 


Po ssib ility o f Peace, Based Up o n 


Th is Latest Jap an ese Victo ry 


Bein g Discu ssed . 


The fate of the Russian army of a 
quarter of a million men and the 2,000 
pieces of artillery with wnich it was 
expected confidently General Kuropat- 
kin and his lieutenants could prevent 
the advance of the J apanese beyond 
the Shakhe and the Hun river posi 
tions, is still in the balance. The Rus­ 
sians have been driven from their po­ 
sitions and are now rushing northwest 
toward Tie pass, around which are 
high hills which were prepared for 
defense after the battle of Liao Yang 
in September. 
That the Russians have lost many 
guns and targe quantities of ammuni­ 
tion and supplies is certain. 
Immense 
stores, it seems certain, have been de­ 
stroyed. 
The J apanese have not yet 
reported the capture of guns, but it 
seems hardly likely that Kuropatkin 
could have removed all of his artillery. 
The result of Oyama's great turning 
movement is said to depend on Gen 
eral Kamamura’s army, which is sup­ 
posed to be moving from the east 
toward. Kuropatkin’s line of retreat. 
Should he reach the military road, 
which runs almost in a direct line 
from Fusoun to Tie pass, before the 
passage of ihe Russian army, the cir­ 
cle will be complete, as Nogt’s guns al­ 
ready command the railway and should 
soon control the Mandarin road, which 
is a short distance east of the railway 
and runs parallel with it. 
The urmy 
of General Kaulbars, which has been

plain, fighting every inch of ground, is 
moving northwest to protect the line 
of retreat from the westward attacks, 
while General Bilderltng is protecting 
the rear against Generals Oku and 
Nod7.ii. and Lineviteh is doing his best 
to hold the military road against Ku- 
roki. 
They have numbers against 
them, but have succeeded against odds 
In similar retreats before. 
The ap­ 
pearance of General Kamamura might 
render futile all their efforts. General 
RennenkampfTs force of somewhat 
fewer than 10,000 men on the extreme 
east is in a precarious position, but the 
force is a mobile cne. and the officers 
know the mountains well. 
With the 
exception of RennenkampfTs, all the 
Russian troops are now concentrated 
on the roads leading northwest, and It 
may take another twenty-four hours to 
decide their rate. 
Even should Kuropatkin extricate 
his army, it is believed in some Euro­ 
pean capitals that peace will soon fol­ 
low this latest J apanese victory. 
The

The losses in the operations preoed 
ing the battle and those in the battle 
proper must have reached enormous 
proportions, but up to the present nei­ 
ther side has attempted an estimate.

Aside from peace, defeat may bring 
other consequences in its train.

an enormous impetus has been given 
to the reform movement is plain even 
to the most reactionary conservatives:

St. Petersburg is not Russia, on the 
millions of peasants tn the vast agri

It was the under standing 
that the fr amer s pf the law or iginally 
did not have in mind a r emonstr ance 
cover ing an entir e township in which 
a city is located, but Humphr eys and 
other s connected with the league in 
official capacity have consulted law ­ 
yer s who say all the applicants in a 
township may be defeated r egar dless 
of whether or not a city is Included, 
if a m ajor ity of the voter s sign a r e 
monstr ance against them. 
The plan her e will be to hold public 
meetings in the chur ches and open air 
and to cir culate r emonstr ances then.

The art* of file S ix ty .fourth General As­ 
sem bly of indian* em brace auraerona points 
of iegfoiattan of vital interest to the people 
of the state, 
One great work was the 
action ta k ei In regard to the meaaures pre­ 
cented

F ive of the sis measures were adopted and 
are now enacted Into law. These codify the 
present statu tes relating to m unicipalities, 
to public offenses, to highw ays, to drainage 
and to eminent domain. 
The code bill re­ 
lating to corporations did not pass. 
N ett to the codified m easures passed the 
Bloat important m easures enacted Into law 
by the legislature were the ones providing 
for the creation o f a state railroad com­ 
m ission: redistricting the state for legis­ 
lative purposes; establishing an additional 
hospital 
for the insane; prohibiting the 
sm oking of cigarettes; amending the Nich­ 
olson 
law so as to make remonstrances 
against the Issuance of liquor license* apply 
for tw o years cither against the individual 
applicant or the traffic in general; and 
establishing an Indiana village of epilep­ 
tics.
